The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-40 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that even 
though the prior art discloses color wheels having neutral density filter regions, or clear regions, 
the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a color wheel comprising one color segment 
configured to transmit light of substantially the same color as one of at least two other color 
segments and comprising first and second pluralities of transmissive regions, each region of the 
first plurality of transmissive regions substantially having a first transmissivity, and each region 
of the second plurality of transmissive regions substantially having a second transmissivity 
different from the first transmissivity, as set forth by the claimed combination. 
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Wang (US 2004/0201828), which is not prior art, discloses a color wheel wherein one of 
the filter segments has sub-segments of different transmissivity (Fig. 7 and [0019]).
